route 
from

ners to Dixon. 
Settlement lias been 
made with John Rutt 
The de- 
laylin selecting the route was caused 
President Higgins says, by the exor 
bitant price asked by Butt for the 
right of way through his farm. 
At 
his place it is necessary to run north 
of his farm buildings, placing them 
between the highway and the electric 
road. 
As the right of way from Sterling to 
Dixon is now selected,the workjls being 
rushed, and if everything is favorable, 
electric cars will be running to Dixon 
the fore part of September. 
The cars 
for the line have been built 
and as 
soon as the line is ready the cars will 
be placed on the line, ready to be con 
nected with the trolley. 
The company has now secured a 
right of way through the finest agri­ 
cultural country in the world. 
The 
right of way is forty feet wide and 
runs along the highway the entire 
distance, except a few places at which 
it will pass through the fields. 
From 
Sterling to Sox corners the right of 
way will be on the south side of the 
road. A t Sox corners the right of way 
crosses the road and runs on the north 
side to Prairieville, where it again 
crosses to the south side and remains 
on that side until it reaches ithe city 
of Dixon. 
The right of way will he 
fenced with woven wire fence fitty-six 
inches high on both sides where it

The county seat tight in DeKalb 
county has been settled and Sycamore 
will get the new courthouse.

was settled Monday afternoon at the 
opening meeting of the June session

The proposition was that 
if the board would release the cities 
from former agreements they would 
donate $150,000 for the erection 
and

This was on the stipula­ 
tion that the new courthouse should 
he erected in Sycamore. 
When the new courthouse was pro­ 
posed Sycamore offered $70,000 to ap­ 
ply on the cost if erected in this city, 
and D eKalb offered $100,000 if erected 
there.
